120 new teachers 
hired by city’s 
public schools 


Growing class sizes. 
Cash boost has relieved 
crowding... for now

Edmonton’s public schools 
received nearly $20 million in 
additional provincial funding 
in September to bolster teach¬ 
ing ranks as schools deal with 
soaring enrolment. 

With approximately 3,700 
new students in its 200 schools, 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board added 120 full-time 
equivalent positions to its staff¬ 
ing roster at the start of the 
school year. 

According to EPSB spokes¬ 
person Dajana Fabjanovich, 
the majority of the new staffing 
positions hired out of the $19.7 


million in provincial cash are to 
address substantial enrolment 
increases for kindergarten and 
division one classrooms, which 
constitute the early grades. 

President Nets Olsen of ATA 
Local 37 Edmonton Public said 
that while the school board is 
working under the constraints 
of the provincial budget, Ed¬ 
monton schools still need more 
staff. 

“Our board is doing the best 
they can with what they’ve 
got,” he said. “These are veiy 
trying times in terms of class 
sizes and the effect it’s having 
on students and teachers.” 

Olsen noted that according 
to provincial standards, div¬ 
ision one classrooms should be 
kept at a ratio of 17 students to 
eveiy teacher. 

“If you take 3,700 and div¬ 
ide it by 120, that’s about 30 
students per teacher,” he said. 

Michael Strembitsky School 


principal Lisa Wright said her 
school was able to hire 13 new 
teachers this year to teach 
from kindergarten to Grade 9 
classes. 

“We saw a dramatic in¬ 
crease in enrolment at our 
school,” Wright explained. “We 
serve 1,062 children currently.” 

With a capacity of 1,050, 
Wright said the school is quite 
full, with 185 children in kin¬ 
dergarten alone. 

“Our challenge right now 
is really managing our current 
enrolment growth ... but also 
into the future. We know that 
there are 1,000 children in our 
current attendance area that 
are under the age of four,” said 
Wright. 

Wright said the district is 
working to develop options to 
deal with the rapid, unpreced¬ 
ented growth. 

“The status quo won’t cany 
us any further,” she said.

Man charged 
with murder in 
hotel slaying 

A 20-year-old man has 
been charged with second- 
degree murder in connec¬ 
tion to the homicide of an 
Indonesian man living in 
Edmonton on a work visa. 

With help from Calgaiy 
police and Canadian bor¬ 
der security, Edmonton’s 
Marcel Cristian Niculae 
was arrested on Dec. 8 
shortly after he arrived at 
the Calgaiy International 
Airport. 

“We don’t know 
exactly where he fled to,” 
said Det. Andre Francois, 
noting police do not know 
the nature of the trip 
abroad. “We believe he 
left the countiy and went 
to Europe, but we are not 
sure where he ended up 
after that.” 

Police said Niculae had 
left Canada following the 
murder of Jon Syah Ribut, 
who was found dead on 
Nov. 24 in a west-end 
hotel room by staff. He 
had died from blunt-force 
trauma. 

Ribut had been operat¬ 
ing as a sex-trade worker 
prior to his death. 

Police confirmed that 
the victim and Niculae 
had been in contact by 
phone prior to the homi¬ 
cide. 

Police would not com¬ 
ment on whether Niculae 
had been soliciting sex 
from Ribut. 

The victim had been 
living in the countiy for 
15 months and had a job 
at a city 7-Eleven conven¬ 
ience store.

Soup kitchen 
destroyed in October 
fire running into 
zoning problems 


It appears there could be no 
room for the refuge, as the 
House of Refuge mission faces 
zoning challenges and insur¬ 
ance problems in attempting 
to rebuild from a fall fire. 

The mission was gutted by 
a fire in late October and be¬ 
cause the lot is now zoned for 
residential development, the 
city is telling them they likely 
won’t be allowed to rebuild 


on the site. 

“We’re still doing what 
we’re doing, but we are look¬ 
ing for a place,” said the mis¬ 
sion’s Bob Vandergrift. 

Since the fire, Vandergrift 
said the mission has been 
serving soup along with 
Christian messages nightly on 
the sidewalk across the street 
from the former site. 

Vandergrift added it’s im¬ 
portant for the mission to stay 
in the downtown core, which 
is why they want to rebuild 


where they are. 

“We have always basically 
been in the inner city; that’s 
where a lot of these people 
have been for many years,” 
he said. 

Thim Choy, who owned 
the building and rented it to 
the mission, said his insur¬ 
ance company has been clear 
he needs to rebuild on the 
site, complicating the situa¬ 
tion. 

Scott Maclcie, manager of 
the city’s current planning de¬ 


partment, confirmed the mis¬ 
sion is located on land zoned 
primarily for low-rise residen¬ 
tial apartments. 

He said when the mission 
first set up shop in 2003, they 
appealed the land-use zoning 
after being initially denied, 
and they were granted a per¬ 
mit. He said they could go 
through that process again. 

“If the development officer 
ruled a non-conforming use, 
they could go to the appeal 
board again,” he said. 

Maclcie said the mission 
hasn’t yet submitted a de¬ 
velopment permit, but they 
have been in discussions with 
the city. He said the mission’s 
clientele would not be a fac¬ 
tor. “We don’t approve per¬ 
mits based on who is going to 
live there.”

Dave Hancock 
expected to officially 
take over advanced 
education next week 
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Newly-minted Advanced 
Education Minister Dave 
Hancock says he wants to 
see Alberta post-secondary 
institutions work on innova¬ 
tion and commercialization. 

Hancock will officially be 
sworn in as minister of ad¬ 
vanced education sometime 
early next week, leaving be¬ 
hind his job as minister of 
human services. 

He said he believes 
there’s lots of work to do in 
getting institutions to cap¬ 
italize on their success. 

“We do some great re¬ 
search here, some great ear¬ 
ly stage stuff, but we have 
had struggles getting it to 
a stage where it’s ready for 
commercialization,” he said. 

Hancock, who has led 
the ministry before, said a 


strong post-secondary sys¬ 
tem is important to the 
province’s long-term sus¬ 
tainability. 

“The reality is that 70 to 
80 per cent of the new jobs 
are going to require some 
form of post-secondary cre- 
dentialing,” he said. 

Hancock said he knows 
institutions have dealt with 
a difficult budget year and 
he believes they have done 
the best they can. He said 
he doesn’t know if the prov¬ 
ince’s tuition freeze will re¬ 
main in place or what next 
year’s budget could hold for 
the sector. 

“I’m not going to specu¬ 
late on any of that until I 
have had a chance to get 
into the saddle and see what 
things look like,” he said. 

Adam Woods, the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta stu¬ 
dent union’s external vice 
president, said he hopes the 
level of dialogue, including 
quarterly meetings with stu¬ 
dent reps, continues. 

“They were great oppor¬ 
tunities for all of the stu¬ 
dent reps from around the 
province to be in the same 
room and touch on issues 
that were important to us,” 
he said.

Comet chaser. Scientists 
get set to give deep space 
probe its wake-up call 


When Europe’s Rosetta probe 
gets roused from its deep 
space slumber next month, 
scientists are hoping it will 
be fit and ready for the final 
stage of its daring mission to 
land a spacecraft on a comet. 

There is little room for mis¬ 
takes as the coming months 
involve a high-speed chase, a 
delicate dance around comet 
67P/Churyumov-Gerasime- 
nlco, and finally the precision 
drop of a lander onto its icy 
surface — set for Nov. 11. 

“Imagine tiying to para¬ 
chute onto the tip of a moun¬ 
tain,” said Paolo Ferri, head 
of mission operations at the 
European Space Agency. 

The lander — called Philae 
— will drop onto the surface 
of 67P and latch on using a 
harpoon, to prevent it from 
drifting off into space due to 
the comet’s weak gravity. 

Launched in 2004, Rosetta 
has already spent almost 10 
years in space preparing for 
its big day. 

The spacecraft has been 
in hibernation for more than

two years now to conserve 
energy. 

One key question scien¬

Britain sets date 
when same-sex 
couples can marry 

Save the date: The British 
government announced 
Tuesday that the countiy’s 
first same-sex weddings can 
be held on Saturday, March 
29. 

Equalities Minister 
Maria Miller said from then 
on marriage “will be open 
to eveiyone, irrespective of 
whether they fall in love 
with someone of the same 
sex or opposite sex.” 

“This is just another 
step in the evolution of 
marriage and I know that 
many couples up and down 
the countiy will be hugely 


excited that they can now 
plan for their big day and 
demonstrate their love and 
commitment to each other 
by getting married,” she 
said. 

Parliament legalized 
same-sex marriage in Eng¬ 
land and Wales in July, with 
the backing of the leaders 
of the three main political 
parties. 

Gay couples will be able 
to get married in civil cere¬ 
monies, and in religious 
services from orders that 
authorize it — though the 
countiy’s main Protest¬ 
ant order, the Church of 
England, is split on the 
issue and is barred from 
mariying gay couples.

From prisoner to peacemaker 


Nelson Mandela. In 

eulogy to late leader, 
Obama implores 
people to embrace 
universal message of 
peace and justice 


Amid cheers and song for 
the prisoner who became 
peacemaker, President Bar¬ 
ack Obama energized tens of 
thousands of spectators and 
nearly 100 visiting heads of 
state Tuesday with a plea for 
the world to emulate Nelson 
Mandela, “the last great liber¬ 
ator of the 20th centuiy.” 

Obama’s eulogy was the 
rhetorical highlight of a me¬ 
morial service in which South 
Africans celebrated Man¬ 
dela’s life with singing and 
dancing, often during digni¬ 
taries’ speeches. 

Lashing rain lent a free¬ 
wheeling aspect to the me¬ 
morial, with people taking 
shelter in the stadium’s wide 
hallways, where they sang 
anti-apartheid anthems from 
the 1970s and 1980s. Foul 
weather kept many away, and 
the 95,000-capacity stadium 
was only two-thirds full. 

Obama implored people to 
embrace Mandela’s universal 
message of peace and justice, 
comparing the South African 
leader to Mahatma Gandhi, 
Martin Luther King Jr. and 
Abraham Lincoln. Mandela 
spent 27 years in prison under 
a racist regime, and promoted 
forgiveness and reconciliation 
when he was finally freed. 

Obama, who like Man¬ 
dela became the first black 
president of his country, said 
he was inspired by Mandela 
as a student. The speech was 
greeted with thunderous ap¬ 
plause, and many gave a stand¬ 
ing ovation, the associated press

A teeming, colourful sea of 
mourners danced and sang

A powerful coalition of 
politically diverse emissaries 
from across Canada was on 
hand for the four-hour cere¬ 
mony, including Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper and four 
of his predecessors: Jean Chre¬ 
tien, Kim Campbell, Brian 
Mulroney and Joe Clark. 

“Today was more a celebra¬ 
tion than a funeral,” Harper 
said as the ceremony came 
to a close. “A celebration of a 
veiy long life, but a veiy im¬ 
portant life.” 

He called Mandela “one of 
the giants of histoiy.” 

A steady, cold rain ap¬ 
peared to keep many away 
from the Soweto soccer sta¬ 
dium, where those who did 
brave the elements heard stir¬ 
ring calls to action from the 
likes of U.S. President Barack 
Obama and Archbishop Des¬ 
mond Tutu. 


Chretien said the exuber¬ 
ance made it unlike any me¬ 
morial he has seen.

U.S. President Barack Obama 
shook hands with Cuban 
President Raul Castro Tues¬ 
day at the memorial service 
for Nelson Mandela, a simple 
gesture that signalled possible 
thawing between the leaders 
of two Cold War foes. 

The brief encounter be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Cuban 
presidents came during a cere¬ 
mony that celebrated the for¬ 
mer South African president’s 
legacy of reconciliation. 
Obama was greeting a line of 
world leaders attending the 
memorial in Johannesburg be¬ 
fore delivering his own eulogy 
in which he urged a new gen¬ 
eration to embrace Mandela’s 
life work as their own. 


Obama adviser Ben Rhodes 
said the handshakes with Cas¬ 
tro and other world leaders 
weren’t planned in advance 
and didn’t involve any sub¬ 
stantive discussion, but were 
simply an exchange of greet¬ 
ings as the U.S. leader made 
his way to the podium to 
speak. 

Still, more than half a cen- 
tuiy after the U.S. cut off dip¬ 
lomatic relations with Cuba, 
such exchanges between 
American and Cuban leaders 
are exceedingly rare. U.S. offi¬ 
cials often have gone to great 
lengths to avoid having pres¬ 
idents meet Cuban leaders, 
even in passing.

Manitoba’s capital is the first 
Canadian city to join a United 
Nations campaign aimed at 
reducing violence against 
women and there’s hope that 
the move will specifically ad¬ 
dress why a disproportionate 
number of Canada’s aborig¬ 
inal women are victims. 

Winnipeg joins more than 
15 other cities around the 


world, including New Delhi, 
Cairo and Kigali, Rwanda. The 
program has led to the inclu¬ 
sion of women’s safety audits 
in urban planning in some of 
the cities and the banning of 
sexual harassment in public 
places in others. 

In Winnipeg, police plan 
to team up with commun¬ 
ity groups to identify which 
parts of the city need im¬ 
mediate attention. Some ab¬ 
original leaders are hoping 
the initiative will focus on 
sexual and racial violence fa¬ 
cing native women, including 
the number of missing and 
murdered aboriginal women 
in Manitoba. 

Leslie Spillett, executive 
director of the native or¬ 


ganization Ka Ni Kanichihlc, 
said the province has the 
third-highest number of such 
women in Canada. 

“Currently, there are 79 
documented cases of mis¬ 
sing and murdered aboriginal 
women,” she said Tuesday. 
“This initiative will help to 
shine the light on the under¬ 
lying factors that replicate 
this alarming and increasing 
rate of violence but, more 
importantly, we hope that it 
will identify appropriate and 
long-term prevention strat¬ 
egies.” 

Spillett noted that most 
of the other cities identified 
to participate in the UN cam¬ 
paign are in the developing

Suicides. Military searching for answers 


Former soldiers, veterans 
advocates and lawmakers 
were presented with duelling 
theories about what might be 
at the heart of a sudden chain 
of suicides and attempted 
suicides this fall among serv¬ 
ing members of the Canadian 
militaiy. 

Testimony before two 
Parliamentary committees 
Tuesday struggled to explain 


what some say is inexplicable 
— the tragic, deeply personal 
decision of someone to end 
their own life. 

Although the Harper gov¬ 
ernment has invested mil¬ 
lions of dollars into bolstering 
mental-health services at Na¬ 
tional Defence, the House of 
Commons defence commit¬ 
tee was told scant attention is 
paid to helping soldiers tran¬ 


sition to civilian life. 

The veterans affairs com¬ 
mittee also heard that the 
perceived financial uncer¬ 
tainty of veterans benefits is 
driving some soldiers to the 
brink. The debate is taking 
place against the backdrop 
of at least four apparent mil¬ 
itary suicides within a week 
in different parts of the coun-

There is some research to suggest power 
naps help prevent heart attacks, although that 
could be because people who engage in cardio¬ 
vascular exercise have a tendency to get calm 
and drowsy after their workout.

load and hopefully for years 
to come. That is where they 
are going to find their ultim¬ 
ate resting place. So you are 
telling a continuous stoiy. It’s 
three movies but it is telling 
one narrative arc and you 
are trying to make each film 
work individually. This is the 
part in the middle where you 
pick up your foot and put it 
the gas pedal.”

It was just a chance 
that was veiy rare where you 
do films back to back, three 
films back-to-back, to be able 
to end on a cliffhanger,” he 
says. 

“I remember when I was 
17, 19 years old, I remember 
the big Empire Strikes Back 
cliffhanger. It was, like, three 
years before the next one 
came out. We’re being pretty 
generous with one year.” 


As Thorin Oalcenshield, the 
leader of the 13-dwarf team 
out to best a dragon and re¬ 
turn their people to power, Ri¬ 
chard Armitage has his work 
cut out for him in The Hob¬ 
bit: The Desolation of Smaug. 
But the British actor probably 
wasn’t expecting that work 
to be quite so harrowing, like 
when they filmed an elabor¬ 
ate action sequence involving 
the dwarfs riding in barrels 
down a raging river. 

“I think the most dan¬ 
gerous part of filming the 
barrel sequence was when 
we were in these little cut¬ 
off Flintstones-style barrels 
which were powered by our 
feet. It was like dodgems 
and we were bumping into 
each other,” Armitage says. 
“It came together in quite a 
few different places on the 
Pelorus River, which was an 
extremely fast-flowing river. 
I did end up getting dragged 
under by that veiy current.” 

And if the forces of nature 
trying to drown him weren’t 
enough, he also had director

“They were dumping tons 
of water on us and tiying to 
get us to go under the water.

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Gone fishin’ — in a 
tiny Quebec town 



Put the cod on ice. 

River turns into a town 
of fishing huts when 
the temperature drops 


A fish tale that began 75 years 
ago has turned a small Quebec 
town into an international win¬ 
ter destination. 

Today, Sainte-Anne-de-la- 
Perade boasts that it’s the world 
capital for tommycod fishing as 
it welcomes tens of thousands 
of visitors annually. 

As the stoiy goes, it began in 
1938, when a local grocer went 
out on the nearby Sainte-Anne 
River to cut up blocks of ice 
which he would put into boxes 
to keep his meat refrigerated. 

When he cut through the 
ice, he noticed small codfish in 
the river. The word spread and 
fishing huts soon began spring¬ 
ing up eveiy winter, turning 
part of the river into a small 
village on ice. During the early 


days, because roads were closed 
during the winter, people came 
by train to fish and scoop up 
the tommycod, also known as 
tomcod. Horse-drawn sleigh 
carriages were used to bring 
the eager visitors to the fish¬ 
ing chalets. Steve Massicotte, a 
town councillor and president 
of the Sainte-Anne River Outfit¬ 
ters Association, says the wood- 
heated chalets were originally 
quite small. 

“In the beginning, there 


were chalets that could ac¬ 
commodate four, six, up to a 
maximum of eight people,” he 
said in an interview. “Since the 
’80s, we have chalets that can 
accommodate 25 to 30 people.” 

Massicotte says 500 fishing 
huts are now set up each winter 
along one-and-a-half kilometres 
of the Sainte-Anne River and 
that more than 80,000 eager 
tourists drop by eveiy year to 
enjoy the winter fishing.

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AJAC’s historical missteps? 



Former winners. Let’s 
go back in time and see 
the good and the 
not-so-good victors 


The trouble with car-of-the- 
year awards is that they rec¬ 
ognize fetching lines, nifty 
engineering and value for 
money, but fail to take into 
account the one factor shop¬ 
pers say is paramount to their 
decision: reliability. 

As AJAC names its finalists 
for the 2014 Canadian car and 
utility vehicle of the year, we 
thought it would be instructive 
to look back at previous win¬ 
ners, in five-year increments, 
to see how they fared in the 
real world. Do our esteemed 
jurists end up picking the best 
vehicles for hard-working Can¬ 
adians? You be the judge. 

2010: VW Golf GTI 

Volkswagen boolcends our 
retrospective with two dispar¬ 
ate generations of the worldly, 
front-drive Golf. The sixth-gen 
Golf, introduced in 2010, was 
a masterful reworking of the 
Mlc5 car that landed here in 
2006. The body was finessed 
with an angle grinder to make 
it more aerodynamic, while 
the cabin furnishings were 
raised to near-Audi standards. 
The GTI inherited Golfs 
three- and five-door hatch 
configurations, but with some 
tuned suspension bits and 
wicked alloy wheels shod with 
low-profile rubber. Owners of 
pre-2010 GTIs did report sev¬ 
eral minor problems, but VW 
must have ironed out the bugs; 
the newest generation appears 
problem free. 

2005 : Ford Mustang 

To mark the 40th anniversaiy 
of Lee Iacocca’s groundbreak¬ 
ing Mustang, Ford put stylist 
J Mays on the job to cast the 
new coupe and convertible as 
“retro-future” iterations of the 
original. By adopting the rear- 
drive chassis of the Lincoln 
LS — but with a solid rear 
axle to keep costs down — the 
car gained a stiff platform to 
promote adept handling. 
Assembled at the Ford-Mazda 
plant in Michigan, the Mustang 
benefited from Japanese-qual- 
ity controls. Still, there were 
some unsettling problems 
revealed by owners, including 
faulty manual transmissions 
and rear differentials, fuel¬ 
ling issues, faulty emergency 
brakes, short-lived batter¬ 
ies, bad V8 throttle-position 
sensors and interior rattles. 

2000 : Ford Focus 

With its avant-garde styling 
and premium materials, the 


Ford Focus aspired to be more 
than just an econobox. And 
it came in lots of flavours: 
a four-door sedan, five-door 
wagon, three-door hatchback 
and, later, a five-door hatch. 
Eveiy model was a ball to 
drive, thanks to its tight 
platform and sophisticated 
suspension geometry. The 
Focus got off to a rocky start 
in terms of reliability. Owners’ 
mailboxes filled up with recall 
notices, and the cars exhibited 
mechanical glitches such as 
fast-wearing brakes, wheel¬ 
bearing failures, broken trans¬ 
missions and ignition switches, 
faulty air conditioners, bad 
fuel pumps and numerous 
electrical problems. The quality 
improved in newer models. 

1995: Plymouth/Dodge Neon 

When Chrysler unveiled 
its compact Neon to much 
fanfare in early 1994, the car 
was an instant hit, with its 
cheeky design, vivid colours 
and friendly pricing. What 
differentiated the Neon from 
other econoboxes was its “cab- 
forward” architecture, which 
shoved the wheels out to the 
comers. Available in two- and 
four-door forms, stylists made 
one misstep by specifying 
frameless windows, which 
invited plenty of wind noise. 

As owners started racking up 
mileage, however, the Neon’s 
lustre faded. It was plagued 
by head-gasket failures, faulty 
transmissions, air-conditioning 
woes and engines that leaked. 

1990 : Nissan 300 ZX 

The redesigned Nissan 300ZX 
graced a lot of lists: Car and 
Driver named it a 10 Best eveiy 
year it was sold, while Auto¬ 
mobile called it one of the 100 
greatest cars of all time and 
amongst the most beautiful. 
Being one of the first produc¬ 
tion cars to be developed 
entirely by computer-aided de¬ 
sign, it’s a wonder studios still 


order clay in bulk. In addition 
to the two-seater hatchback, 
there was an extended four¬ 
seater model and a convertible. 
Beneath its comely lines, the 
300ZX was powered by two 
versions of a 3.0-L V6: naturally 
aspirated, it made 222 hp, 
while the twin-turbo firebrand 
put out 300 hp. The Z bristled 
with technology, including 
active rear-wheel steering 
to aid handling. Despite the 
complex machineiy, the 
Japanese-built 300ZX proved 
to be an exceptionally reliable 
sports car. 

1985 : VW Golf/Jetta 

AJAC’s veiy first Car of the 


Year Award went to the Goff 
and Jetta, two peas of the same 
Volkswagen pod. 

The year marked the introduc¬ 
tion of the second-generation 
models, which had grown 
substantially in size and heft. 
Interestingly, the Golf was as¬ 
sembled in Pennsylvania, while 
the Jetta was imported from 
Germany. The cars were tightly 
constructed and well-balanced, 
delivering a gratifying driving 
experience in an econobox 
wrapper. Unfortunately, 
both cars were riddled with 
electrical and drivetrain issues. 
Fuel pumps were notorious for 
dying, and fuel injectors were

The process of election 


• AJAC finalists and run¬ 
ners up. Mazda, Kia and 
General Motors lead the 
way in the battle to be 
named Canada's 2014 car 
or truck of the year. The 
Automobile Journalists 
Association of Canada 
announced its 12 finalists 
for the awards last week, 
including three Mazda 
vehicles, and two each 
from Kia and GM. In 
October, a group of 80 
AJAC journalists test drove 
174 new vehicles during a 
week-long series of trials 
in Niagara Falls. AJAC’s 
annual Test Fest evaluates 
all new or redesigned 
vehicles in each of 12 
categories on the same 
day, over the same route, 
including a high-speed 
test circuit and/or a simu¬ 
lated off-road course or 
cottage road, depending 
on the type of vehicle. The 
journalists ranked a wide 
range of attributes, includ¬ 
ing design, space, quality, 
performance, safety, econ¬ 
omy and value. Transport 
Canada fuel consumption 
figures were also factored 
in, as was the vehicles’ 
price. Those 12 finalists 
will now compete to be 
named AJAC's Car of the 
Year or Utility Vehicle of 
the Year, which will be 
announced on Feb. 13.

Saturn’s big family haul¬ 
er hit the road for 2007, 
just a few years before 
the demise of the GM- 
owned brand. Packing 
seating for up to 8 and 
riding the same plat¬ 
form as the Chevrolet 
Traverse and GMC Aca¬ 
dia, Outlook packed a 
standard V6, plenty of 
size, and a long list of 
available feature con¬ 
tent. Look for split-fold¬ 
ing and sliding seats, as 
well as generous at-hand 
storage dotted through¬ 
out the cabin. Feature 
content included avail¬ 
able heated leather, On- 
Star, a sunroof, naviga¬ 
tion, automatic climate 
control and plenty more. 


Common issues 


Check for wetness in the 
front passenger footwell 
areas or on the ceiling liner, 
which could indicate a 
leaky sunroof. Listen for any 
unwelcomed noises from 
under the hood, noting any 
that escalate when you’re 
steering. This could indicate 
a power steering pump 
that’s planning to act up. 

Put your ears on the lookout 
for any clunking or popping 
sounds from the suspension 
as you travel over bumps, 
which could indicate a 


worn-out component. Have 
a mechanic inspect the 
underside for signs of fluid 
leakage from the shock 
absorbers, transmission, en¬ 
gine and AWD system, and 
to be sure the CV axle boots 
are in good shape. Shud¬ 
dering during acceleration, 
or a lumpy, sporadic feeling 
to the Outlook’s power 
deliveiy, possibly accompan¬ 
ied by a ‘check engine’ light, 
could be evidence of a faulty 
ignition coil, too.

O Owners report 

satisfaction with 
the ride and 
handling balance, 
V6 performance, 
easy-to-drive character, 
generous towing rating, 
interior design and overall 
space and comfort. Easy- 
to-operate folding seats are 
also noted. 


What owners dislike 


O Noisy factory tires 
and some cheap 
interior trim are 
among the big¬ 
gest complaints. 
Some owners, additionally, 
wish for more responsive¬ 
ness form the transmis¬ 
sion, which strongly resists 
downshifting to save fuel.

© Look for an auto¬ 
matic transmission 
and 3.6 litre V6 
engine with around 
265 horsepower on 
all models. Outlook packed 
a lengthy powertrain 
warranty, which is still 
being honored dealerships 
despite the discontinuation 
of the Saturn brand. All 
Wheel Drive (AWD) was 
available. 


The verdict 


Largely, it’s the size, 
capability and warranty 
coverage that make the 
Outlook look appealing 
as a used SUV buy. If 
you’re dead-set on one, 
be sure to seek out a 
clean mechanical bill 
of health and opt for 
any extended warranty 
coverage that may be 
available.

You're taking a chance driving an old car, anyway, so putting it in the hands of a total stranger is likely just making things 
worse.

James Newman, Sr., needs a 
ride. Well, actually, his 2010 
Ford Escape needs a ride. 

Newman, a retired high 
school teacher, plans to spend 
the holidays and winter 
months at his son’s home in 
Phoenix, Ariz., and he needs 
transportation while he is 
staying there. 

But at 77 years of age, New¬ 
man is not up to driving the 
3,800 kilometres from Syra¬ 
cuse, N.Y. And on a limited 
budget, he’s not interested in 
spending about $1,600 US to 
have his wagon professionally 
hauled cross-countiy. Renting 
a car for three months is also 
not a financial option. 

Facing an unusual vehicle- 
relocation situation, Newman 
turned to a transportation 
solution that he unexpect¬ 
edly found while surfing the 
Internet for quotes to have 


his Escape delivered to him in 
Arizona; an “auto driveaway” 
service. 

“I didn’t know anything 
about (auto driveaways) until 
I started researching what it 
would cost to get my SUV to 
Arizona,” Newman said. “With 
the cost and convenience, this 
was the best option. Really, it 
was the only option for me.” 

An auto driveaway service 
essentially works as a barter 
system that matches people 
in need of vehicle relocation 
— but are neither able nor 


willing to make the drive or 
pay the high cost of hauling 
— with a driver in need of a 
cheap trip to the same city or 
general location. 

The connections between 
vehicle owner and driver are 
typically made through a basic 
“auto driveaway” search on 
craigslist.org, autotempest, 
com, searchtempest.com or a 
similar service-driven website. 

Vehicle owners use these 
websites to post their reloca¬ 
tion needs, while potential 
drivers list their destination 
wishes. When a location 
match is made, the parties 
then work out the specifics of 
the trip via email. 

Newman decided on 
autotempest.com for his driver 
search, and he quickly found 
his candidates: two Columbia 
University students wanting 
to get to Mesa, Ariz., for holi¬ 
day semester break. Newman 
gave them the work, granted 
the young men four days to 
make the trip, and agreed to 
reimburse all fuel costs when 
his vehicle arrives in Arizona. 

Not bad for the price of a 


few tanks of gasoline, and for 
their time and effort, the two 
college students get free trans¬ 
portation back home for the 
holidays, though they’ll have 
to find their own way back 
to New York when classes re¬ 
sume in Januaiy. 

“There’s some risk in¬ 
volved,” Newman said of this 
unconventional relocation op¬ 
tion. “But I’m confident there 
won’t be any problems.” 

Through cash deposits 
from the drivers, background 
checks, GPS tracking and com¬ 
mon sense, some safeguards 
can be built in before hand¬ 
ing over the keys to somebody 
you’ve only met via email. But 
trusting a total stranger to 
drive your vehicle for three or 
four days and deliver it a few 
thousand kilometres away nat¬ 
urally carries a level of worry 
and risk. 

And that’s where compan¬ 
ies such as Professional Driv¬ 
ers Incorporated, Custom Auto 
Delivery and Auto Driveaway 
are often hired to help steady 
the nerves of relocation, and 
still keep costs down.

David Smaller, owner- 
operator of Canada Driveaway, 
said his business helps match 
vehicle owners and relocation 
drivers, most commonly dur¬ 
ing the winter months when 
retirees want to fly out of Can¬ 
ada and into warmer climates 
in the United States, but need 
to have their cars shipped. 

“The owners are our clients 
and the drivers know they can 
get a free road trip holiday,” 
Smaller said. “So they plan 
their trip according to the sea¬ 
sonality.” 

Smaller’s business works 
out eveiy trip detail from ar¬ 
rival time to travel duration 
and the vehicle owner pays 
the fees associated with the 
service, the fuel and the com¬ 
pensation of the driver, which 
is typically not more than 
$500, Smaller said. 

“This is kind of a niche 
market but there is steady de¬ 
mand for the service this time 
of year ... It’s enough to keep 
us busy but not enough for us 
to get rich.” 

Jill Pixley writes a travel 
blog for the popular freelance 
website examiner.com and she 
said the Internet is helping to 
drive the growing popularity 
of the auto driveaway service. 


Pixley reported that 
through this barter method 
of vehicle relocation, the com¬ 
pany Auto Driveaway alone 
provided transportation for 
about 10,000 travelers in more 
than 8,000 vehicles just last 
year. 

For the sake of research 
for a blog stoiy on an auto 
driveaway, Pixley volunteered 
to drive a Toyota Camiy from 
Washington, D.C., to Los An¬ 
geles. The only eligibility re¬ 
quirements for the job were 
an online application through 
Auto Driveaway, a valid oper¬ 
ator’s license, a clean driving 
record and a $350 deposit to 
be refunded upon vehicle de- 
liveiy. 

“The advantage was that 
I got to roll through 10 states 
on someone else’s dime,” 
wrote Pixley, who agreed to 
pay for her own fuel on the 
trip. “I also had the freedom 
to leave the huge interstates 
behind and follow my own 
route along secondaiy roads 
and highways.” 

Pixley explained that an 
auto driveaway service is a 
great relocation option for 
those wanting to avoid haul¬ 
ing costs. But logistical prob¬ 
lems can be difficult to over¬ 
come, especially in smaller 
cities and towns where match¬ 
ing an available driver at Point 
A with a desire to travel to a 
veiy specific Point B can take 
some negotiation. 

But at least for Mr. New¬ 
man, using an auto driveaway 
to move his vehicle cross- 
countiy for only the price of 
fuel easily outweighed any 
potential inconvenience or ob¬ 
vious risks. 

“I suppose there is some 
worry involved, nothing is 
guaranteed,” he said. “But if 
you do your research and take 
the time to find the right driv¬ 
ers, this seems like a great way 
to go. I hope it is, anyway.”

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generation version, the 2015 
model, was just revealed last 
week, in a simultaneous six-city 
debut extravaganza. 

The world has changed a lot 
since 1964, when the Mustang 
first debuted, but the original 
and archetypical “Pony Car” is 
still relevant and is still lusted 
after. Let’s take a quick “then 
and now” look, to appreci¬ 
ate the transformation of this 
American icon... 

Target audience 

Back then, the Mustang was 
targeted successfully at young 
people. Today, the average age 
of Mustang buyers is over 50. 
Back then, and right up until 
the 2014 model, the Mustang 
was only sold officially in 
North America. Ford says it will 
sell the 2015 model globally. 

As the most iconic, visible, and 
all-American-styled vehicle in 
its portfolio, it will help Ford 
announce its intentions in new 
markets as it works to raise its 
global presence. 

Sales targets 

Back then, Mustang was a 
big-volume player, by any 
standard. In 1966, almost 
450,000 units were sold in 
North America. Now, with 
annual North American sales 
at about 85,000, it’s no longer 
a mainstream product. But 
Ford really wants Mustang to 
outsell Camaro, something 
it doesn’t do now in the U.S. 
Curiously, Mustang easily 
outsells Camaro in Canada. 

Styling 

Back then, Mustang styling 
was somewhat revolutionary. 
Now it’s retro-inspired with 
modem design elements. Ford 
hopes the new look will appeal 
to more younger buyers, and 


to those international buyers. 
But the styling vibe remains 
veiy much “All American.” 

Technology 

Back then, with a focus on 
younger, less-affluent buyers, 
Mustang was purposely devoid 
of lots of expensive technology 
(except for the obvious and 
many performance editions). 
Even up to the latest model, 
Mustang was famous for 
retaining an old-world “solid 
rear axle” suspension. The 
2015 model is the first with a 
fully independent rear suspen¬ 
sion. It’s also the first in dec¬ 
ades to feature a four-cylinder 
engine option — the all-new 
2.3-litre EcoBoost, good for 
305 horses and 300 “torques.” 
Those moves, and others, like 
more use of weight-saving 
aluminum and the new elec¬ 
tronic launch control (a first 
for Ford), are all about making 
a better Mustang, and a nod to 
convincing foreign buyers that 
Mustang is no longer just an 
American sports car lump, as 
in, only fast in a straight line, 
and too big to be agile. But you 
really have to like how Ford 
retained the “analogue” nature 
of the Mustang. The cabin fea¬ 
tures lots of analogue-looking 
instruments and actual mech¬ 
anical switches that should 
make actual mechanical noises 
when you use them. 

Price 

Back then, Mustang was cheap 
and cheerful. Ford hasn’t 
released prices yet, but you 
just know it has too much 
technology, too much safety 
and performance, and too 
many modem accoutrements 
to ever be that cheap again. 

But what are you going to do? 
Go back to 1964? 
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The all-new 2.3-litre EcoBoost engine

Back in 1955, Dodge intro¬ 
duced a new model called the 
La Femme. Aimed at women, it 
was painted in pastel colours, 
and included a matching rain¬ 
coat and umbrella. 

It failed, proving that it 
takes more than just a few 
“feminine touches” to appeal 
to female buyers. But while 
automakers generally know 
what won’t work, it’s an on¬ 
going challenge to determine 
what does. 


“I think women are mis¬ 
understood, and it’s because 
the industry assumes they’re 
disinterested in cars, and 
find them boring and one¬ 
dimensional,” says Rachel 
Nguyen, director of explora- 
toiy and advanced product 
planning for Nissan’s head of¬ 
fice in Los Angeles. “Instead, 
they see it in their fives, and if 
they will enjoy being in it. 

“When women walk into 
a dealership, they don’t say, 
‘Wow, look at that new grille, 
it’s so great compared to the 
last generation.’ They look at 
the whole thing, and it’s more 
than just the product.” 

A lot of people are involved 
in the process. Nguyen works 
with teams of designers, engin¬ 
eers and planners to identify 
major trends and customer 
needs, and also with consum¬ 
ers. 

While discussion groups 
are important, the company 
also uses immersion research 
that can include going into 


people’s homes. “We’re look¬ 
ing for insights,” she says. “It’s 
not typical market research. 
Immersing in these women’s 
fives is where we gain our 
insight and tells us what we 
need to do.” 

This research has led Nis¬ 
san to incorporate such things 
as fighting and materials to 
improve the vehicle cabin’s 
appearance, along with practi¬ 
cality. On three-row SUVs, the 
second-row seat slides forward 
in such a way that if it has a 
car seat on it, it’s still easy to 
get into the third row. “We 
said, let’s finally get it right 
where I don’t have to move 
my kid out of the car seat to 
get my other kid into the back 
seat,” Nguyen says. “We put 
our foot down, and put a push 
on engineering for that.” 

Women also want technol¬ 
ogy as much as men do, but 
it needs to be intuitive and 
easy to use. The company is 
continually working on de¬ 
signs that take the enormous 


amount of information avail¬ 
able, and present it in formats 
that are accessible, affordable, 
and also minimize distraction. 

Nguyen actually studied 


the La Femme’s history, which 
led her to realize that while 
men and women can have dif¬ 
ferences in taste, a functional, 
well-designed vehicle works for 


eveiyone. “It’s the kiss of death 
to say that you’re designing for 
women,” she says. “If you meet 
their needs, you will capture 
the needs of eveiyone.”

No matter where you intend 
to drive this winter, take your 
time getting there and be 
prepared for an unplanned 
roadside stop, says Western 
Canada’s largest network of 
insurance brokers. 

From coast to coast, win¬ 
ter brings an increase in ac¬ 
cident claims, adds Denise 
Lang, regional vice president 
at Western Financial Group, 
a company providing car, 
property, and life insurance 
to more than 790,000 cus¬ 
tomers. 

Whether it’s driving in 
heavy rain during the darker 
days, a trip up to the cold cli¬ 
mates of a local ski hill, or 
getting to work on a snow 
day, the winter season spells 
trouble for motorists. 

“The number of accidents 
goes up in the winter, espe¬ 
cially after the first snowfall 
which typically accounts for 
the highest number of colli¬ 
sions,” Lang continued. 

“After a few months of 


summer road trips, people 
forget to take the necessary 
precautions for winter driv¬ 
ing. Planning ahead and tak¬ 
ing the time to make sure you 
know what to do in winter 
conditions is paramount for 
your safety, which is also our 
number one concern.” 

On average, customer 
claims can go up more than 
a third during the winter 
months compared to the rest 
of the year, according to in- 
dustiy data. 

However, there are some 
simple steps to avoid a win¬ 
ter collision during subpar 
driving conditions, says Lang. 
Some of her top tips include: 
increase your following dis¬ 
tance; focus your attention as 
far ahead as possible to antici¬ 
pate lane changes, turns and 
curves; avoid passing other 
vehicles; slow down and al¬ 
low extra time to get to your 
destination. 

With a career in claims 
spanning more than two dec¬ 
ades, one of the main things 
Lang has learned is that 
motorists are completely un¬ 
prepared for being stranded 
roadside — a situation made 
worse in winter. 

Drivers should dress for 
the elements and have a win¬ 
ter emergency kit, she says.
